Manila, May 8.—There was a confer- 
enc* lasting tw o hours today between , 
General Otis and the envoys who came .

G eneral Otis adhered to his refusal to .

the insurgent*. 
The Filipinos ask for a truce of three 
m onths to enable A guinaldo to summon j 
congress anil to consult w ith the insur­ 
gent leaders on the other islands. 
Tht 
envoys adm itted the contention of Gen. j 
Otis th at A guinaldo had little control 
over th e affairs outside of the island 
of Luzon. 
The question of the re­ 
lease of Spanish prisoners in the hands 
of the Filipinos being mentioned, CoL 
Argueleses, chief mem ber of the deputa­ 
tion, said he considered them as being 
in the same category w ith Americans, the 
U nited States being the successor oi

At the close of the conference with 
G eneral Otis the Filipino envoys were 
in con saltation w ith the I nited State*

nounced th at they came as represents 
tire s of Aguinaldo himself.

A guinaldo’* 
prim e m inister and m inister of foreign 
affairs, in the dictator’s cabinet, which 
they presented to G eneral Otis Tuesday, 
but General Otis refused to make any 
reply on the ground to do so would bt 
equivalent to a recognition of the so­ 
called governm ent of the Filipinos.
